The application has been amended as follows: 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: A formal drawing will be filled, in which the reference 
numbers dispensing device "100", dispensing device "200", receiving opening "223" and 
body portion "207a" are shown in the drawing. In order to avoid abandonment of the 
application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 41 -55 
are allowed because the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest, either alone or 
combination, a dispensing liquid device comprising a lid element including a lower lid 
portion attachable to a container, the lower lid portion defining two lower orifices and 
having an upwardly-extending column member located in a center region of the lower lid 
portion, the column member having a sloping surface; an upper lid portion mounted on 
the lower lid portion via the column member, the upper lid portion defining two upper 
orifices and being rotatable relative to the lower lid portion to a first open position at 
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which a first one of the upper orifices is aligned with a first one of the lower orifices and 
to a second open position at which the second one of the upper orifices is aligned with a 
second one of the lower orifices; and a sliding member positioned on a top surface of 
the upper lid portion, the sliding member has a sloped surface that is configured, upon 
movement of the sliding member relative to the column member, to gradually engage 
the sloping surface of the column member so as to progressively press the upper lid 
portion towards the lower lid portion.
